I have fve
wounds, but T am luoky chap ta be hers
to tell the tale, for (€ the shell which
Wit me In the chest hmd exploded a bit
lower 1 should have been killed outright,
Our ambulancs men tried to gel us aAway,
but the Germans fAired upon them, so they
had to loave us to take our chances. It
ralned In tarrents nll that nlght, and the
Germans put sonirfes with bayonets over
us. They took all our food and waler
away, and on Tuesday aflernoon some af
them teied to make out that we had besn

Aring upon them, We asked how that
wag porsible when thay had takon avaery-
thing from us, but they wers Rolhg 1o
shoot um, when an ofMcer came up and
stopped them

"On Wednesday they removed us to the
far slde of n havstack, out of thelr line
of Nre, no we could not get Hit, but ohe
of tha Britlah ahells exploded near us,
and, of course, T kot hit. Wa thought
it best to make o dash for it. 1 eould
not walk and had to crawl on my handa
and knees with my wounds bleeding, and
while T was orawling away they started
to fire on un, There weore slx of ua who
startsd, but only two of us finishad. Our
troncher wore only m mile and a half
away, but it took us four hours and a
half to erawl there."

Seven
shelln yestarday burst within 10 yards
of me In as many minutes, and 1 can tell
yvou It shook me up n bit, but wa are
doing our work well and have driven
them back, though slowly.

We have the satisfaction of knowing
thal, If we nsuffer, they euffer very, very
much worse, Thoe — took 500 prisonars
yesterday, and the 45th took & more this
morning. Several of them spenk English,
and they say they haven't had any food
for four days. Othera are such young-
aters—aome of them only 17 to 18 years
old. T.ast night they charged us thras
timens. They came on about five deep (the
Germana always kesp close formation).
We let ‘am come up to about 60 yards
of our trenches, then let ‘em have It for
all wo wore worth with ritles and machine
guns, They went down like corn in front
of a acythe. It was glorious, and yet
awful. We then finlahed 'em up on the
bayonet.

I should hate to ba a prisoner of thoss
blighters. T alwuys remember what you
onca mld during the Hosr War when
reading a paper one night, that ‘you'd
almost rather be killed than be taken a
prigoner! It's always stayed at the bots
tom of my heart since then, nnd that is
12 years ago now. 1 have never for-
gotlen It,

Cheery in Face of Death

[Frem a major in the R. A. M. C.]

It 'a & very dreadful thing to Uve
through, death and paln on every hand,
but it Is extraordinary how calm and ns-
sured we all fesl,

I cannot think of the many friends gone
down. That we are left lu our maln thing,
and wa are ever sd cheery and determined.
The men are simply eplendld; never a
Erumble, never a growl. Narrow escapes
nre most exciting things and occur ever
®0 frequently on my Job. One day I waa
motoring along a front and the beggars
had good range and excited us with a
shell which fell about 30 yards ahead and
a second one a Very few yards behind—
so few, Indeed, that we got some of their
Iron wvisiting cards Inte the ear. But
what's the oddaT A miss la better than a
mile, and all is well,

My word, they are loslng heavily; thou-
nands of thelr dead wtill cover the ground
on our front. In the last phase of the
war we thought thelr lokaes awful, but In
this naw poaition they are loslog morm.
As you oan Imagine, the axtraordinary
mizture of armies and branches of service
at the front makes wondrous pletures.
Khak! of our own; blus, dark and lght, of
the Franch Infantry and cavalry: brilllant
scarlet cloaks of Morocoan troops, and
multi-colors of Algerians and our Sepoya
—all make an sxtraordinary pleture. Guns
and horsea, motors and wagous; oh, it ia
a acenal Bul tha great thing la plenty to
do and no time to mope. 1 am simply as
happy aa I could be, with any mamount of
energy.
